I keep 
saying it but we have got to 
have a never say die attitude 
and keep going for the full 80 
minutes. 

The people we have at the 
Eagles are good enough to 
win the game - it's all about 
attitude. In any walk of life if 
you have a bit of desire to be 
something you should want to 
be the best and I'm not sure 
that we have the mentality 
here to take the next step. If 
they don't want to take that 
step it's time to move aside. 

A lot of it is about confidence. 
The Whitehaven game 
knocked us off our feet but 
the winner within will always 
fight back. Your hardest 
opponent is yourself. I say to 
the lads look after your own 
game and the game will look 
after itself. 

I feel for the people 
associated with the Club but 
we have got to hang on in 
there. I do my job, I watch the 
video of the team we are 
going to play and draw up a 
tip sheet that says what they 
are going to do and 1 try to 
help the people who are 
playing for me. It may be that 


what I am doing is too 
advanced for them - it might 
be? 

Some clubs now will be 
easing off as the end of the 
season draws near - not me, 
we owe the fans a few good 
displays. It's a learning curve 
and the nice thing is that I'm 
looking to the future. It's not 
going to be a quick fix and it 
gets harder and harder, but it 
keeps me in a job! 

WELCOME to Featherstone 
who gave us a right going 
over when they beat us 45-13 
in February. They are one of 
the best teams we have 
faced this season. Young, 
strong and committed, so 
today is a chance for my lads 
to make a point. I want to see 
80 minutes of effort, so get 
behind the lads and let's 
enjoy the Bank Holiday 
weekend in the right way. 

I hope you have a good 
afternoon and I hope to see 
you all again on Sunday 
when we face Dewsbury 
Rams.

In a little 
more than half a season, he easily 
became the leading points scorer 
with nine tries and 64 goals of 
which a number came from neatly 
taken drop goals. A brainy player.

GB Academy international side 
had no hesitation in picking him. 

He rewarded them with 
outstanding displays. Also a good 
goal kicker scoring 37 buliseyes, 
although with limited opportunities 
with classic exponents as Rooney 
and Chapman In the side. 

ANDY HEPPINSTALL Hooker Another 
local who burst upon the scene 
last season. Past master at his 
trade. Very quick about the field. 
Strong in defence, A quality 
distributor who also looks at home 
at loose forward. A more than 
useful goal kicker. 

MICKY CLARKSON Prop Rovers 
have yet to see the best of 
Clarkson whose career has been 
hampered by injuries. Has a 


tremendous workrate. Big things 
are expected of him. 

DANNY EVANS Second-row Can fill 
any forward position with 
distinction. Strong and fast he 
always gives 100%. A loyal 
clubman, where he has become 
the third generation to play in 
Rovers colours. A born leader who 
loves to battle for his side. 

RICHARD CHAPMAN Loose-forward 
Has had experience In the Super 
League with the Eagles. A lively 
character who can easily turn a 
game with his silky skills and 
unpredictability. Can also operate 
at hooker and kick goals. 

MATT LAMBERT FowardCa n fill any 
pack with credit. Coach Peter Roe 
has called upon him to lead the 
side this season. In his second spell 
with Featherstone whom he joined 
from Hunslet. Has also played at 
York. A good leader and fine 
player. 

STEVE DOOLER Loose-forward One 
of the good crop of youngsters 
coming through the ranks. Came 
good last term after making the 
transition to the seniors. 

NEIL LOWE Second-row Another 
youngster to have made an 
Impact. Already a Scottish 
international. Very strong near the 
line and follows up well. 

ANDREW BASTOW Stand-off or 
loose forward Signed from 
Wakefield Wildcats after just 
missing out on a Super League 
contract. A skilful ball handler with 
a sound defence. Played with 
Stanningley ARFC before turning 
professional. A talented player with 
a bright future. 

CRAIG BOOTH Foward Started his 
career at Featherstone as a full¬ 
back. Moved on to London Broncos 
and also had experience at 
Oldham and York. Big and strong 
he Is also an excellent goal kicker. 
Left York as their captain as well as 
leading try and goal scorer with 
9 and 26 respectively. Could be a 
big bonus to the Rovers.

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THE Eagles staged a great 
comeback to beat Batley 
Bulldogs 21-14 and avenge 
the defeat earlier In the 
season. 

No one was more happy with 
the result than stand-off 
Gavin Brown who scored two 
tries. 

In January the Bulldogs beat 
the Eagles 22-12 at Don Valley 
and Brown ended the night in 
hospital with a broken jaw. 
Yesterday the stand-off 
scored two tries and kicked 
two goals as the Eagles 
staged a great comeback to 
send Batley down to their 
eighth defeat in a row. 

“It was good for the lads and 
me personally to get one 
over Batley,' said Brown. “I was 
up for it and it was nice to get 
two tries.' 

Brown's tries came at a crucial 
point In the game - to send 
the Eagles in only four points 
down at half-time and then to 
level the scores as they 
powered towards the win. 
Playing down the famous 
Mount Pleasant slope in the 
second half the Eagles' 
bossed by skipper and scrum- 
half Chris Robinson, denied 
the Bulldogs a score and took 
control. 

The Eagles went a try down 
after only three minutes as 
full-back Craig Lingard, ran 
90 metres to score. Former 
Eagles stand-off Richard Price 
added the goal and a 
second after another former 
Don Valley favourite, Wayne 
Flynn, was on hand to finish a 
passing move for a try on 11 
minutes. 


But with prop Jeff Wittenberg 
and second-row Chris Morley 
putting In power runs, the 
Eagles dragged themselves 
back. On 16 minutes a break 
by Morley set up Gavin Brown 
for his inside pass to send In 
Richard Goddard to pull four 
points back. 

Price extended the Bulldogs' 
lead with a penalty, but it was 
the last points they would 
score. On 39 minutes 
Robinson kicked on the final 
tackle for a gleeful Gavin 
Brown to pounce on the ball 
under the posts. Brown added 
the kick to send the Eagles in 
14-10 down but looking the 
stronger side. 

The second half belonged to 
the Eagles. Ian Brown was just 
held short of the try line after 
a 70 metre break before, on 
49 minutes, he knocked down 
a 'bomb' for Gavin Brown to 
collect and chip ahead 
before touching down to 
level the scores as the referee 
ignored pleas that the ball 
had gone forward. 

Ricky Wright used his power 
from acting half-back to roll 
out of a tackle and put the 
Eagles ahead on 53 minutes 
with Brown adding the goal. 
Robinson added to the 
comfort zone with a field goal 
with eight minutes to go and 
Steve Walker looked to have 
celebrated his return to 
Mount Pleasant when he 
crossed on 78 minutes but 
was pulled back for a 
knock on.
